est of the Catholic lay orders, has for- 
mally asked the United States gov- 
ernment to protest to the Mexican 
government against the 
Interference 


with rellgrlous 
freedom. 
Secretary 


Kellogg of the department of state 
has heretofore not made the subject 
one of diplomatic correspondence. But 
ivhen a prominent fraternal organiza- 
tion adopts solemn resolutions re- 
questing that a protest be sent, some 
action, either affirmative or negative 


- must be taken. The state department 


will not Ignore the request, even 
though it may not feel obliged to send 
a formal protest. Nevertheless the 
transmission through the American 
embarey at Mexico City of the text of 
the resolutions adopted by the Knights 


^ of Columbus will in itself show the 


Sympathy of th« American 
govern- 


- ment. 
There are millions of Catholic v 


e'fs in 'the United States. Many of 
"th,em'or Irish descent left .the Demo- 
T? cr»itc,.pirrjr.'in 1920 on account of the 
-•leaguavof-Rations issue and remained 
.. with -the -Republicans in 1924. ' The 


Democratic administration was con- 
stantly being besieged by Catholic lay- 
men on account of alleged mistreat- 
ment of Catholics in Mexico too, and 
considerable resentment was aroused 
at. one' time because the department 
Of states, did not express Itself with 
sufficient vigor.

The Northern 
Electric company, operating1 In north- 
ern "Wisconsin and the upper penin- 
sula of Michigan, has .sold the bonds 
to Halsey-Stuart and company, the 
Minnesota Loan and Trust company 
and the Second "Ward Securities com- 
pany. All of the issue consists of 
three year 6 per cent first mortgage 
bonds. 


Two plants which will have an es- 


timated annual output of €6,000,000 
kilowatt hours are included in the 
project. "Work already has been start- 
ed on the new generating stations and 
' It is expected that they will be in op- 
eratlon in the spring of 1927. 


Power output of one of the stations 


win be sold to the Milwaukee Klectrlc 
Railway and Light company. The 
other station has been leased to the 
Northern Paper Mills.

Bernsteen. 


The warrant, Bernsteen 
declared, 


will name a man who "knows as 
much as anybody about the murder 
of Don R. Mellett, Canton publisher." 
He intimated that the arrest of this 
man would be Instrumental in clear- 
ing up the killing of the publisher 
and also that the man named in the 
warrant was one of the leaders of the 
underworld of Canton. Bernsteen re- 
fused to reveal the name of the man 
who will be named In the warrant or 
what part. If any, he had in the 
crime. 


Announcement of the first step in 


the governmental probe of the Canton 
liquor activities came shortly 
after 


Bernsteen entered into a conference 
with his chief assistant. Miles E. 
Evans, H. C. Pontius, attorney for 
the Canton Daily News, another Can- 
ton man, and one from Youngstown. 
.Shortly before the conference of the 
five men, 
Bernsteen questioned De- 


tective Joseph F. Metzger, of Canton 


Metzger was questioned In regard 


to a, statement made by Ben Clarke, 
Bertillion officer at Canton, In which 
Clarke declared ho gave the revolver 
found across the street from

scene of the slaying to Metzger. 


Metzger denied the charge, declar-

Classed by the number of persons par- 


ticipating in the sport, golf holds the first 
place as a national American game today 
for it is played by more individuals than 
jis any other game. 
Two million Ameri- 


icans play the game every year on 5.000 
Igolf courses that cost originally $1.300.- 
[000,000 and require an annual expendi- 
ture of $468.500.000. That istheamount 
W our annual golf bill. And it is but an in- 
dication of a condition prevailing over the 
Icivilized -world. Golf has experienced a 
'"great increase in popularity. Even very 
Wall to\vns have their nine hole courses 
i$nd afford the players quite as much en- 
joyment as do the larger courses located 
ijiearer the larger centers of population. 
| 
The rise of golf to the position of a 


imajor sport is to be approved of. It is a 
sport where all^ those -who enjoy it par- 
ticipate and receive the benefits of it. 
In 


' this it is entirely dissimilar from baseball, 
'football, boxing or tennis. 
In golf ev- 


erybody has a chance—and everybody 
takes it. The average course is five miles 
long. The average person "goes around'' 
the 18 holes in something like 100 
strokes. Thus a round of golf means five 
miles of hiking plus at least 100 husky 
shoulder and arm swings that are guaran- 
teed to increase lung capacity and reduce 
the waist line. 


One of the best investments a city can 


•make, whether large or small, is in a mu- 
nicipal golf course. It will furnish more 
recreation, more health and enjoyment to 
more people than any other form of pub- 
lic amusement, when once its advantages 
come to be understood by the public. 
In 


every city where there are 
municipal 


(courses they are crowded all day long. In 
the larger cities players commence to con- 
gregate at the first tee long before day- 
break. 
Golf is not a rich man's sport. 


It has been thoroughly democratized, and 
any person can play it at a minimum of 
expense. Good balls and good clubs may 
•be had at a low cost. 
The game affords 


the finest exercise, companionship and 
sportsmanship of any physical contest. 


"We hope the time is not far distant 


when the city of Appleton will have a mu- 
nicipal golf course. Experience in other 
cities shows conclusively that they do not 
cost the taxpayers anything after their 
construction. 
The nominal fee charged 


for playing more than provides upkeep, 
and in the majority of cases enables the 
city to improve the course. If we com- 
pare the benefits from golf with those of 
the common run o£ municipal entertain- 
ment and recreations, they will be found 
to be immeasurably greater. 
Most cities 


Lave learned that golf is not an ''exclu- 
sive'' game, a social occupation or a pas- 
time of the idle rich. They have discov- 
ered that it 5s a wonderful game in itself, 
a recreation of gripping interest and a 
form of exercise that cannot be excelled. 
There is no reason why everybody should 
not be privileged to play golf, and in lieu 
of private courses, it is a legitimate fun^- 
tion of municipalities to provide public 
courses. A municipal golf course in Ap- 
pleton would be a fine asset to the city and 
to its people. 


UNIQUE TAX SITUATION 


If there is one tax situation which 


needs much study and more revision in 
order to become workable, it is the fed- 
eral inheritance tax measure. 
Florida, 


for instance, takes a stand that is canv 
ing much embarrassment ami hard fed ing, 


SPAPFRl 


but which seems thoroughly justified by 
the facts in the case. 


In the first place, the federal rneas»f€ 


provides that 80 per cent of the taxes col- 
lected by the federal levy on inheritances 
are returnable to the state in which they 
are collected and under ordinary condi- 
tions this would be a splendid idea—but— 
the Florida constitution provides that any 
tax which raises money not needed for the 
economical administration of the state is 
unlawful—and Florida now has a surplus 
in her treasury. Thus Florida feels that 
she cannot accept the inheritance tax 
money, for it is not needed, and the state 
further claims that the federal collection 
of that tax while the state had a surplus 
in the treasury, was a direct violation of 
state rights and of the state constitution. 


In fact the state is quite stirred up 


.about it and references are freely made to 
the fact that an unjust tax precipitated 
the Boston tea party and that the tea par- 
ty was followed by a revolution. 


Of course this is nonsense, yet there is 


much justice in the stand taken by Flori- 
da and it serves to call attention to a sit- 
uation which is proving just as unsatis- 
factory to other states. 
The complica- 


tions arising out of the different inheri- 
tance tax provisions of the various states 
are sufficiently onerous without the addi- 
tional hardships created by the federal 
levy. 


It is high time that the inheritance tax 


situation was left entirely to the individ- 
ual states and they should be free to enact 
such provisions as they desire, according 
to their needs. If Florida wins her pres- 
ent point, it will necessitate a revision or 
a rescinding of the federal provisions and 
it will be a good job done. 


POISON RUM 


How much longer are otherwise sane 


and sensible persons going to commit sui- 
cide through poison rum? In "every city 
the death roll is a startling commentary 
on how much of the liquor which ir.py be 
purchased is "good stuff." In New York 
city alone 700 persons died last year of 
poison booze. 


In the early days of prohibition there 


was occasionally some good liquor, and by 
good is meant non-poisonous. 
As the dry 


regime progressed, however, this supply 
rapidly dwindled. 
Then came the woo'l 


alcohol era,tjthich.!we, ate even now pass- 
ing through. 
By -far the" greatest a c l\ a no e 


the bootlegging business made, however, 
was when it took to redistilling complete- 
ly denatured industrial alcohol. In this 
it achieved a liquor which was not as im- 
mediately deadly as the wood alcohol va- 
riety but which, in the end. has equally 
sad results. 


But why die for a drink? It is true 


that the dry laws may not meet with your 
complete approval, but will the sacrifice 
of your life through the drinking of poison 
booze in any way help counteract the dry 
regime ? "Why be a martyr for something 
that is not worth while ? 


Any man who takes a drink today with- 


out knowing that he himself bought the 
liquor' in pre-prohibition days and that'll 
is thus poison free, is gambling with 
death, paralysis or blindness and deserves 
but scant sympathy if. in his effort to ex- 
ercise what he conceives to be a precept 
of personal liberty, he either dies or un- 
dergoes intense suffering for the gratifica- 
' tion of his thirst. 


It is not a question of morals or ethics, 


or of law enforcement or observance. -It 
is a straight physiological question—how 
much poison can your system stand ? The 
average intelligent 
man will answer, 


"none."' and leave the poison rum alone.

No doubt the near 
scientists in the humorous institution called the 
patent office woul be glad to issue a patent on such 
a. remedy. 
You know, most of the bromo nostrums are only 


proprietary medicines—the proprietors or 
manu- 


facturers own a trademark but the nostrums are 
actually not an Improvement on any of the older 
remedies and therefore the patent office cannot is- 
sue a patent, much as the near scientists, would 
like to do that little favor. The term "patent medi- 
cine" is merely a courtesy title, like "colonel" in 
Kentucky and "doctor" for fake healers. None of 
the concoctions known to the gulhble public as 


patent medicines" really are patented, for the rea- 


son already given, namely, that these concoctions 
are not an improvement on any older remedies and 
have ro remedial value which Is superior to the 
remedial value of the older, homelier remedies. 


The correct designation of so 
called "patent" 


medicines is propriptary medicines; nearly all of 
them have original names on which the propretors 
own trademarks. You and I cannot use the name 
of a proprietary medicine on which there is 
a 


trademark, though anybody may mix up for his 
own or others private use any such concoction 
without the trademark, if he so desires. 
Seldom 


does anybody desire to do so. for of course the con- 
coction. 4tself is generally worthless—it is the label, 
the package, the testimonials, the scenery that the 
gullible old public buys. 


There are any number of nostrums which make 


a play on the magic syllable "bromo." Bromo this 
and bromo that. Millions of the gullible old public 
and this includes as many highbrows, as lackwits, 
have come to think that such nostrums are prepar- 
ations of bromids and that one derives from a bro- 
mo something or other the effect of broriwd. As a 
rule the amount of bromid actually present in 
these "bromo" nostrums Is insignificant and with- 
out appreciable medicinal effect: just an excuse for 
using the misleading -word on. the label. The de- 
pressing, benumbing or soothing effect of the nos- 
trum is usually due wholly to the ace'ntanilid. phe- 
r.acetin or other coaltar derivative in it. This is 
the dangerous ingredient. A good dose of real bro- 
mid would be far less risky for the individual with 
some impairment of heart or blood than is 
the 


usual dose of acetanilid or phenacetin in what pur- 
ports to be a "bromo" remedy. 


The principle which seems to govern the market- 


ing of such questionable medicines is Caveat emp- 
tor—let the buyer beware. Under the law some of 
the dangerous coaltar derivatives employed in such 
nostrums must be mentioned on the 
label—the 


amount of acetanilid or phenacetin in. the medicine 
must be printed on the label, at least In the United 
States. But still the 
treacherous 
old 
principle. 


Caveat emptor, must prevail, because X'ery few of 
the customers who purchase such nostrums under- 
stand the.danger involved in taking these drugs,

novel or short story- And that is 
obvious that 
everybody knows 
it. 


Things are happening in real life every 
day that no novelist would dare to put 
into a book for fear he would be ac- 
cused of not being "true to life." Life 
if. illogical, messy, mixed up; full of 
contradictions, without rime or rea 
son, without orderly dramatic climax- 
es, without a "beginning, 
a middle, 


and an end," as the dramatic critics 
say. 
As likely as not the end will 


come before the climax and all the 
rules of drama are shot Into a thou- 
sand pieces every day In real life. 


FICTION NOT.TRUTH? 


But the assumption in the terms that 


no longer hold water, if it ever did, 
is that fiction's not truth. In the say- 
ing "truth" is contrasted 
with "fic- 


tion," the implication being that fic- 
tion Is-not true. Perhaps in "far-off 
days when fiction was made'-up of 
impossible wonder tales, when a flc- 
Mo'tTwriter did not hesitaYcTtoTiave a 
headline man ride a phantom horse, 
or to have any sort of Illogical things 
happen in his story purely for the 
sake of evoking a thrill of horror or 
surprise—in those days 
there may 


have been some color for the Idea that 
fiction and truth are 
not - synon- 


ymous. But only on the> face- of it 
even then. Homer wrote fiction and 
he described many Impossibilities, but 
most of Homer is as true as the Ser- 
mon on the Mount. 


But even in a more literal way the 


best fiction has long been truth In 
the same sens» In which a. newspaper 
story that can be' x-erlfied is consider- 
ed truth. The novelist is.not a law 
unto himself. There are plenty of them 
who try to be that—who are- liars an^ 
who twist .truth to suit their own 
purposes. 
But there 
are plenty of 


biographers and preachers who do the 
same thing, and we do not think of 
biography and sermons as being by 
their very nature opposed to truth. 
Untruthful fiction writers do not make 
fiction as a department of literature 
unture. 


A novel may be and often Is as true 


as a narrative from actual facts of 
life. Reading It. we have the illusion 
that this actually happened. Not only 
that, but we get a sense of the Inter- 
pretations of the events in the- story, 
a sense that one rarely gets from the 
events in an actual life unless one has 
a creative imagination that can pry 
back of the facts and that can separate 
the irrelevant from 
the significant. 


The novelist does that work for his 
riders and he does not merely pre- 
sent facts but he impregnates those 
facts with meaning. In real life there 
are thousands 
of facts that 
mean 


nothing mixed up with the relatively 
few have some significance In point- 
ing out the trend of given life. The 
novelist selects those significant facts 
and their cumulative effect is drama. 
But let him introduce- so much as a 
single fact that is not inherently true, 
that is faked for a purpose, introduced 
to strengthen a pet theory or a pre- 
judice, and he mars his picture. The 
discriminating reader ^eels immediate, 
ly that something is wrong, that truth 
has been violated; the novel It not 
longer synonymous with truth and it 
losos force. Great novels as a rule ara 
much truer than m«r« factual truth. 


MUST BE LOGICAL 


The word "stranger" in the adage 


also has a connotation that is unwar- 
ranted. 
Fiction is 
not something 


that is strange and illogical. It Is not 
a mere string of disjointed 
events. 


There 
is nothing strange 
about a 


story, provided it Is a great story. 
The writer cannot do what he pleases 
but Is forced to remain true to his 
material, to thae atmasphere 'of his 
work, to the tempo of th* particular 
work of art he Is engaged upon. ,1 
must be logical and live up to 
rules.
